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CONSTITUTION 
of  the 

STUDENT  ASSOCIATION 

Article  I 
Name 

This  organization  shall  be  known  as  the 
Student  Association  of  the  Massachusetts  Col- 
lege of  Art. 

Article  II 

Purpose 

The  purpose  of  this  organization  shall  be  to 
represent  and  further  the  interests  of  the 
student  body — to  encourage  self-government 
— to  promote  responsibility,  loyalty,  school 
spirit  and  cooperation  between  student  and 
faculty. 

Article  III 
Membership 

Section  1.  Membership  in  the  Student  As- 
sociation shall  be  obligatory  for  all  students, 
both  regular  and  irregular,  except  as  in  such 
cases  as  may  be  heard  by  the  President  of 
the  School. 

Section  2.  Faculty  members  may  have  the 
right  to  become  members  of  this  body. 

Article  IV 

Officers 

Section  1.  The  officers  of  the  Association 
shall  be  a president,  vice-president,  secretary, 
and  treasurer. 
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Section  2.  These  officers,  the  chairmen  of 
Standing  Committees,  the  presidents  of  the* 
senior,  junior,  sophomore,  and  freshman 
classes,  together  with  three  faculty  members, 
shall  constitute  a Board  of  Directors. 

Section  3.  By  vote  of  the  President's  ad- 
visory Council,  no  student  having  deficiency 
ratings  or  those  repeating  any  subject  shall 
hold  office  in  the  Association  or  any  school 
organization.  Those  having  deficiency  ratings 
and  those  repeating  any  subject  shall  receive 
written  consent  from  the  Dean  and  approval 
of  the  President  before  serving  on  a commit- 
tee or  taking  part  in  any  school  activities 
such  as  plays,  pageants  or  concerts.  No 
student  shall  hold  more  than  one  office  at 
any  one  time. 

Section  4.  Presidents  and  chairmen  of  all 
school  organizations  shall  report  the  names 
of  all  officers  and  committees  to  the  President 
of  the  School  on  the  day  following  an  elec- 
tion or  appointment. 

Article  V 

Meetings 

Regular  meetings  of  the  Association  shall 
be  held  the  first  Wednesday  of  each  month. 
The  April  Meeting  of  the  Association  shall  be 
the  annual  meeting. 

Article  VI 
Amendments 

The  constitution  may  be  amended  at  the 
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annual  meeting  by  a two-thirds  vote  of  the 
members  present  and  voting,  provided  (1)  the 
proposed  amendment  has  first  been  pre- 
Directors  and  the  President  of  the  School  and 
(2)  that  the  proposed  amendment  is  written 
sented  to  and  approved  by  the  Board  of 
and  posted  for  two  weeks  for  the  consider- 
ation of  the  student  body  before  being  voted 
upon.  Ratification  of  an  amendment  must  be 
by  a ballot,  on  which  the  amendment  is 
printed  in  full. 

BY-LAWS 


Article  I 

Board  of  Directors 

Section  1.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall 
have  control  and  management  of  the  affairs, 
funds,  and  properties  of  the  Association. 

Section  2.  The  Board  of  Directors  may  have 
the  power  to  elect  a candidate  to  fill  vacan- 
cies occuring  in  its  own  body,  except  in  the 
case  of  class  presidents.  The  class  vice- 
presidents  shall  act  as  representative  of  said 
class  until  such  time  as  a president  may  be 
elected. 

Section  3.  There  shall  be  an  Executive 
Committee  of  the  Board  of  Directors  consisting 
of  the  president,  vice-president,  secretary, 
treasurer,  and  one  faculty  member  to  act  in 
emergencies. 
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Article  il 
Duties  of  Officers 

Section  1.  President.  The  President  shall 
preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Association 
and  Board  of  Directors.  The  president  shall 
sign  all  contracts  and  obligations  of  the  As- 
sociation recommended  by  the  Board  of  Di- 
rectors and  passed  by  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee. The  president  shall  act  as  chairman 
of  a committee  for  the  Christmas  Festival  and 
shall  be  a member  ex-officio  of  all  com- 
mittees. 

Section  2.  Vice-President.  The  vice-presi- 
dent shall  perform  the  duties  of  the  president 
in  his  absence.  The  vice-president  shall  be 
editor  of  the  Student  Association  Handbook 
and  shall  act  as  chairman  of  a committee  for 
the  Annual  Student  Association  Outing. 

Section  3.  Secretary.  The  secretary  shall 
keep  a record  of  all  proceedings  of  the  As- 
sociation and  the  Board  of  Directors.  He  shall 
render  a report  at  the  regular  monthly  meet- 
ings and  at  the  Annual  Meeting.  The  secre- 
tary shall  attend  to  all  correspondence  and 
shall  post  a notice  of  meetings  at  least  three 
days  in  advance.  In  June  of  each  year  the 
secretary  shall  deposit  his  books  with  the 
school  bookkeeper. 

Section  4.  Treasurer.  The  treasurer  shall 
keep  the  membership  roll  of  the  Association. 
He  shall  receive  all  funds  and  shall  pay  all 
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bills  of  the  Association  when  duly  approved 
by  the  Board  of  Directors,  signed  by  the 
president  and  chairman  of  Finance.  He  shall 
keep  an  accurate  account  of  all  receipts  and 
disbursements  as  authorized,  with  vouchers 
for  same,  and  shall  render  a report  at  the 
regular  monthly  meetings  and  at  the  Annual 
Meeting.  In  June  of  each  year  the  treasurer 
shall  deposit  his  books  and  vouchers  with 
the  school  bookkeeper. 

Section  5.  Faculty  Members.  The  three  fa- 
culty members  shall  attend  all  meetings  of 
the  Board  of  Directors  and  Student  Associ- 
ation. They  shall  be  authorized  to  vote.  These 
members  together  with  the  President  of  the 
School  shall  constitute  a committee  having 
the  power  of  veto  for  any  action  or  trans- 
action which  in  their  estimation  is  not  for 
the  best  interests  of  the  school. 

Article  ill 
Meetings 

Section  1.  The  Association  shall  have 
charge  of  at  least  one  assembly  each  month. 

Section  2.  The  Annual  Meeting  shall  be 
held  in  April. 

Section  3.  A meeting  of  the  Board  of  Di- 
rectors shall  be  called  by  the  president  the 
second  Wednesday  in  October,  at  which  time 
requests  for  appropriations  will  be  heard. 
Any  matter  which  should  come  before  the 
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Board  of  Directors  for  consideration  may  be 
presented  through  an  authorized  representa- 
tive of  any  school  organization. 

Section  4.  The  regular  meeting  of  the 
Board  of  Directors  shall  be  held  at  3:50.  This 
meeting  shall  take  place  on  a definite  day 
each  month,  such  day  to  be  designated  by 
the  president  of  the  Student  Association. 

Section  5.  Special  meetings  may  be  called 
at  the  discretion  of  the  president  and  faculty 
members. 


Article  IV 
Elections 

Section  1.  At  the  annual  meeting  the  Presi- 
dent, vice-president,  secretary,  treasurer, 
chairman  of  finance,  and  one  faculty  member 
shall  be  elected  by  ballot.  One  faculty  mem- 
ber and  an  auditor  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
President  of  the  School. 

Section  2.  Class  officers  shall  be  elected 
at  a time  appointed  by  the  Student  Associ- 
ation. Juniors  shall  elect  the  Editor  of  the 
Year  Book. 

Section  3.  The  President  shall  give  notice 
of  the  Annual  Meeting  at  the  March  Assem- 
bly. Names  of  candidates  eligible  for  office 
in  the  Association  and  having  the  endorse- 
ment of  ten  signatures  may  be  presented  to 
the  nominating  committee  within  two  weeks, 
at  which  time  nominations  will  be  closed. 
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Article  V 
Committees 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  the  following 
standing  committees:  Membership,  Nomi- 
nating, Assemblies,  Finance. 

Section  2.  The  membership  committee  shall 
consist  of  four  members,  one  to  be  chosen 
from  each  class.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this 
committee  to  arouse  interest  in  the  work  of 
the  Association,  and  to  secure  100%  member- 
ship within  the  allotted  time.  (See  Article  6, 
Section  3.) 

Section  3.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall 
serve  as  a nominating  committee.  It  shall 
prepare  a printed  ballot  of  officers  to  be 
elected  and  shall  present  it  to  be  voted  upon 
at  the  Annual  Meeting. 

Section  4.  The  president  of  the  Association 
shall  act  as  chairman  of  the  Assemblies  Com- 
mittee, shall  conduct  the  business  and  ar- 
range the  programs  for  the  assemblies  as- 
signed to  the  Student  Association.  He  may 
appoint  his  own  committee. 

Section  5.  The  Finance  Committee  shall 
consist  of  three  members;  a senior,  the  treas- 
urer, and  the  faculty  member  appointed  by 
the  President  of  the  School.  It  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  Chairman  of  Finance  to  secure 
the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Directors  and 
the  signature  of  the  president  on  all  proposed 
expenditures  and  bills  before  payment  by  the 
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treasurer.  The  Chairman  of  Finance  may  in 
an  emergency  issue  an  order  to  the  treasurer 
for  an  amount  not  to  exceed  $5.00.  Such  an 
order  may  be  given  once  only  to  the  same 
person,  who  must  be  endorsed  by  a faculty 
member  and  officially  connected  with  a 
school  activity  which  has  been  granted  on 
appropriation.  Vouchers  for  the  expenditures 
for  same  must  be  returned  to  the  treasurer. 

Article  VI 
Dues 

Section  1.  Dues  shall  be  eight  ($8.00)  dol- 
lars annually  for  all  students. 

Section  2.  Dues  shall  be  four  ($4.00)  dol- 
lars annually  for  all  faculty  desiring  to  be- 
come members  of  the  Association. 

Section  3.  A person  taking  one  half  the 
regular  time  or  less  will  be  permitted  to  pay 
a four  ($4.00)  dollar  fee,  at  which  time  he 
must  indicate  whether  it  is  to  go  to  socials 
or  the  Year  Book.  This  decision  is  to  be 
final. 

Section  4.  Dues  are  payable  the  first  two 
weeks  of  the  school  year. 

Article  VII 
Tickets 

Section  1.  Payment  of  dues  entitles  the 
student  to  a membership  book.  The  tickets 
from  this  are  to  be  presented  for  admittance 
to  all  school  functions. 
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Section  2.  If  a membership  book  is  lost,  a 
new  one  may  be  obtained  from  the  treasurer 
upon  payment  of  twenty-five  cents. 

Article  VIII 
Funds 

Section  1.  The  anticipated  yearly  income 
of  the  Association  shall  be  computed  on  the 
basis  of  the  number  of  registered  students, 
and  the  total  less  the  fixed  sums  of: 

$250  to  Senior  Class 
$25  to  Junior  Class 
$25  to  Sophomore  Class 
$25  to  Freshman  Class 

to  be  divided  according  to  the  following  per- 


centages: 

Year  Book  60% 

Social  Fund  16% 

Christmas  Festival  12% 

Expenses  5% 

Miscellaneous  7% 


Section  2.  The  Reserve  Fund  shall  be 
drawn  upon  only  in  extreme  emergencies  and 
according  to  the  regular  procedure.  (The 
Reserve  Fund  is  included  in  the  Social  and 
Miscellaneous  Funds.) 

Section  3.  No  person  shall  incur  any  debt 
whatsoever  in  the  name  of  the  Association 
without  having  first  secured  the  approval  of 
the  Finance  Committee.  Anyone  disregarding 
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this  by-law  shall  be  held  personally  responsi- 
ble for  the  amount  of  the  debt  incurred. 

Section  4.  Money  left  in  the  budget  of  the 
Freshman,  Sophomore,  and  Junior  Classes  at 
the  end  of  the  School  year  shall  be  carried 
over  and  credited  to  said  class  for  the  en- 
suing year.  Money  left  over  by  the  Senior 
Class  shall  revert  to  the  Association  Treasury. 

Article  IX 
Quorum 

Section  1.  One  hundred  members  shall 
constitute  a quorum  of  the  Association. 

Section  2.  Seven  members  shall  constitute 
a quorum  of  the  Board  of  Directors.

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GENERAL  INFORMATION 


Attendance  Requirements 

Regular  attendance  is  required  in  all 
classes.  If  a student  finds  it  necessary  to  be 
absent,  he  is  expected  to  furnish  an  expla- 
nation in  writing  to  the  Dean.  Excuses  must 
be  in  the  Dean's  or  Nurse's  Office  the  day 
following  the  absence  in  order  to  be  con- 
sidered. 

Classes  begin  promptly  at  the  time  sched- 
uled. The  student  will  be  marked  late  if  he 
arrives  15  minutes  after  the  class  is  scheduled 
to  begin,  after  that,  he  will  be  marked  ab- 
sent. Four  tardies  are  the  equivalent  to  an 
absence. 

A student  whose  absence  is  excused  is 
granted  10  days  to  make  up  the  work  missed. 

Withdrawal  Procedure 

In  the  event  that  a student  wishes  to  with- 
draw from  the  college,  he  must  fill  out  Official 
Withdrawal  Forms  obtained  from  the  Dean's 
Office.  Only  after  that  form  has  been  certi- 
fied by  the  Dean,  Librarian  and  the  Burser, 
is  the  student's  withdrawal  completed. 

Dean's  List 

Students  who  maintain  an  average  of  "B" 
or  better,  qualify  for  inclusion  in  the  Dean's 
List  published  at  the  end  of  each  Semester. 

School  Store 

All  the  materials  and  books  required  for 
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the  course  work  in  the  College  are  available 
in  the  School  Store.  This  Store  is  open  during 
hours  posted. 

Cafeteria 

The  College  Cafeteria  is  open  Monday 
through  Friday  9:30  to  2:30.  Eating  lunches 
in  the  College  is  prohibited,  except  in  the 
Cafeteria. 

Permission  to  Work  After  Hours 
Students  who  receive  written  permission 
from  the  Heads  of  Departments  concerned 
plus  the  approval  of  the  Office  of  the  Presi- 
dent to  work  in  the  school  after  class  hours, 
are  required  to  identify  themselves  by  shov/- 
ing  their  matriculation  card  and  permission 
slip  to  the  watchman  in  attendance.  Students 
who  cannot  present  these  documents  are  not 
permitted  to  use  the  college  after  hours.  No 
student  may  remain  in  the  School  building 
after  6:00  P.M. 

Student  Work 

The  College  reserves  the  right  to  retain 
one  example  of  each  student's  work  each 
semester  to  be  added  to  the  Permanent  Col- 
lection of  Student  Art. 

Smoking  and  Fire  Regulations 
Students  are  permitted  to  smoke  only  in 
the  space  set  aside  for  them  at  the  rear  of  the 
building.  Fire  regulations  prohibit  smoking 
in  any  other  part  of  the  building.  Violation 
of  this  rule  is  grounds  for  dismissal. 
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Telephone  Calls 

No  student  will  be  called  from  his  class 
except  in  a case  of  extreme  emergency.  How- 
ever, messages  for  students  may  be  left  with 
the  Dean's  Office  and  will  be  posted  on  the 
Student's  Bulletin  Board. 

Posters 

Students  may  not  post  any  notices  in  the 
College  Building  without  approval  from  the 
Dean's  Office. 

Loss  and  Damage  to  Property 

The  College  assumes  no  responsibility  for 
loss  or  damage  to  the  property  of  the 
students. 

Bulletin  Board 

Information  of  importance  and  interest  to 
students  will  be  posted  on  Bulletin  Boards. 
The  Bulletin  Board  outside  of  the  Dean's 
Office  will  carry  official  notices  to  students. 
The  Basement  Bulletin  Board  will  carry  cur- 
rent information  pertaining  to  student  activi- 
ties. All  students  should  consult  these  bulle- 
tin boards  daily. 

Weather 

When  inclement  weather  makes  the  closing 
of  school  necessary,  announcements  to  that 
effect  are  made  over  Stations  WBZ  and 
WNAC  at  7:00  A.M.  or  shortly  thereafter. 

Guidance 

Students  are  encouraged  to  take  advantage 
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of  guidance  offered  whether  problems  are 
academic,  social  or  personal.  The  Adminis- 
trative Office  is  prepared  to  give  counsel  and 
guidance. 

PARKING  REGULATIONS 

All  students  who  drive  cars  and  use  the 
parking  area  at  the  rear  of  the  school,  regu- 
larly or  periodically,  must  procure  an  official 
sticker  at  the  school  store.  Cars  which  do  not 
have  said  sticker  after  the  first  week  of 
school  will  be  barred  from  the  parking  area. 

1.  All  faculty  and  students  using  this  area 
must  purchase  an  official  sticker.  All  cars 
entering  the  parking  area  will  be  checked 
daily. 

2.  Purchase  of  said  sticker  costs  $2.00  and 
may  be  made  by  first  buying  a chit  at  the 
school  store.  The  chit  should  then  be  pre- 
sented at  the  President's  office  where  the 
registration,  make  of  the  car,  etc.,  will  be 
recorded  and  the  sticker  issued. 

3.  The  sticker,  bearing  a number,  should 
be  adhered  to  the  right  front  side  window  of 
the  car. 

4.  Cars  are  to  be  parked  only  in  the  areas 
designated  by  the  painted  white  lines.  Vio- 
lation of  this  regulation  will  carry  a first 
warning.  A second  warning  will  result  in  a 
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loss  of  the  sticker  and  the  right  to  park  at  the 
rear  of  the  building. 

5.  Cars  are  not  to  be  left  in  the  parking 
area  over  night. 

6.  There  will  be  more  stickers  sold  than 
there  ore  parking  stalls.  The  possession  of 
a sticker  does  not  guarantee  the  owner  a 
parking  space.  If  a driver  finds  that  the  lot 
is  filled,  he  must  park  outside  the  area. 

Please  remember  that  in  January  1960  your 
new  registration  number  must  be  recorded 
with  the  president's  secretary. 

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  PROMOTION 
AND 

GRADUATION 

1.  A system  of  quality  points  is  in  force 
at  Massachusetts  College  of  Art.  Under  this 
system,  grades  will  be  given  the  following 
values:  A-4  to  5,  B-3  to  3.9,  C-2  to  2.9,  D-1  to 
1.9,  E-0. 

2.  The  number  of  quality  points  which  a 
student  receives  in  a course  is  determined 
by  multiplying  the  total  number  of  semester 
hours  in  the  course  by  the  corresponding 
number  of  quality  points,  e.g.,  a six-semester 
hour  course  with  a rating  of  "4"  has  a value 
of  24  quality  points.  The  average  is  com- 
puted by  dividing  the  total  number  of  quality 
points  by  the  total  number  of  semester 
hours. 
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3.  The  average  of  the  grades  required  for 
promotion  or  graduation  is  two.  Students 
with  an  average  of  less  than  two  must  with- 
draw from  college  unless  permission  to  re- 
peat the  year  is  given  by  the  Director  of  the 
Teachers  Colleges  on  the  recommendation  of 
the  President  for  such  reasons  as  illness, 
home  difficulties,  etc. 

4.  Incomplete  grades  must  be  made  up 
within  eight  weeks  after  the  opening  of  the 
following  semester.  (No  course  may  be 
marked  "Incomplete"  unless  80%  of  the  work 
has  been  done  at  the  time  of  discontinuance.) 

5.  The  determination  of  quality  points  is 
made  at  the  end  of  each  college  year  and, 
excepting  when  the  year  is  repeated,  the 
number  of  points  is  not  affected  by  grades 
in  courses  subsequently  taken  and  passed. 

6.  "E"  grades  can  never  be  removed,  but 
the  subjects  in  which  they  have  been  re- 
ceived must  be  repeated  and  passed,  or,  in 
the  case  of  electives,  other  approved  courses 
must  be  taken  and  passed  either  in  approved 
summer  sessions,  or  when  possible,  during 
the  regular  college  year.  Continuing  sub- 
jects, in  which  "E"  grades  have  been  re- 
ceived, must  be  successfully  repeated  before 
the  student  may  take  advanced  work. 

Accreditation 

Massachusetts  College  of  Art  is  accredited 
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by  the  New  England  Association  of  Colleges 
and  Secondary  Schools.  It  is  a charter  mem- 
ber of  the  National  Association  of  Schools  of 
Design  and  a member  of  the  American  Coun- 
cil on  Education. 

LIBRARY  REGULATIONS 

The  Library  is  open  on  school  days  from 
8:45  A.M.  to  4:30  P.M. 

General  Rules  for  Library  Use 

1.  Quiet  should  be  observed  in  the  Library 
at  all  times.  When  a student  comes  to  the 
Library  he  comes  to  study;  such  conversation, 
or  consultation  as  may  be  necessary,  should 
be  carried  on  with  the  utmost  consideration 
for  all  present. 

2.  Fountain  pens  may  be  filled  at  the 
Librarian's  desk  when  necessary,  but  should 
be  kept  carefully  away  from  books  and 
plates. 

3.  Water  colors  may  be  used  in  the 
Library,  provided  always  that  the  strictest 
care  is  observed  in  their  use  on  or  with 
Library  property. 

4.  Tracing  from  plates,  or  reference  books 
is  not  permitted  except  by  consultation  with 
the  Librarian. 

5.  No  eating  is  permitted  in  the  Library. 

6.  Students  have  access  to  all  books  and 
portfolios  on  the  shelves.  Much  of  our  ma- 
terial is  expensive,  much  cannot  be  dupli- 
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cated  because  of  its  character  or  expense 
and  all  of  it  is  State  property  made  available 
freely  for  you.  It  is  expected  that  all  students 
will  cooperate  in  its  careful  use,  and  that  U 
will  be  returned  on  time  to  the  Librarian's 
desk;  if  you  are  not  sure  where  it  belongs. 
A misplaced  book  costs  time  and  disposition. 

Circulation  of  Books  and  Plates 

Books  may  usually  circulate  for  one  week 
and  are  "charged"  at  the  Librarian's  desk  by 
the  Librarian.  If  not  in  demand,  the  book 
may  be  renewed  for  one  week  additional. 
The  circulation  period  and  number  of  books 
allowed  one  student  is  limited  at  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  Librarian. 

Plates  and  Clippings 

Plates  and  clippings  from  the  Information 
File  may  be  borrowed  by  signing  for  them 
on  the  Individual  Student's  Card  in  the  black 
box  on  the  Librarian's  desk.  When  returned 
to  the  desk,  this  material  will  be  discharged 
by  the  Librarian  while  the  student  waits. 
Care  should  be  taken  by  the  student  to  keep 
all  such  material  clean  and  whole. 

Magazines 

Magazines  do  not  leave  the  Library  except 
by  special  permission.  Back  numbers  may  be 
consulted  by  asking  for  them  at  the  desk. 

Reference  Books 

The  restriction  as  to  "Ref"  and  "R"  may  be 
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lifted  at  the  discretion  of  the  Librarian  or  at 
the  request  of  an  instructor.  ALWAYS  ASK 
about  material  marked  in  this  manner. 

Until  further  notice,  books  on  ANATOMY 
and  HISTORIC  COSTUME  do  not  leave  the 
Librarian's  desk. 

Reserve  Books 

Reserve  books  are  taken  from  the  shelves 
and  placed  between  book-ends  on  a table  at 
an  instructor's  request.  These  books  are  re- 
stricted for  the  use  of  a particular  group  and 
cannot  be  borrowed  by  the  school  at  large. 
They  may  be  borrowed  by  members  of  the 
group  overnight  and  returned  promptly  by 
9:00  A.M.  the  next  morning,  having  been 
signed  for  as  usual  at  the  desk.  Books  may 
be  reserved  in  advance  by  applying  to  the 
Librarian.  Such  books  should  not  be  taken  if 
a student  is  not  to  be  in  school  the  next  day, 
nor  should  the  books  be  passed  on  from  one 
student  to  another. 

Overdue  Notices 

For  "Overdue"  material,  students  will  be 
sent  for  personally  by  the  Librarian.  There 
are  no  fines,  but  for  this  very  reason,  students 
are  expected  to  be  prompt  and  considerate  in 
returning  material.  Carelessness  may  result 
in  the  loss  of  Library  privileges.  UNDER  NO 
CIRCUMSTANCES  should  books  or  other  ma- 
terial be  taken  from  the  Library  without 
charging  at  the  desk. 
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Students  are  asked  to  report  books  or 
plates  "Lost"  or  "Found"  to  the  Librarian 
immediately. 

SENIORS  must  clear  all  Library  obligations 
by  THURSDAY  preceding  Commencement.
